a Turn Off Water If 
Bill NotPaid Jan. 20| 


The Pahokeé City Council in reg- 
ular segsion Monday night served 
notice to residents with delinquent 
water bills that if these bills are 
not paid by Jan. 20, the city water 
supplying their homes and places 
of business will be cut off the fol- 
lowing day. Those who are ing 
regular, payments to catch up With 
delinquent water bills will not have 
the water cut off it these payments 
are continued at: regular intervals, 
according to Waterworks Commis- 
sioner John Hatton. 

The Council accepted from K. c. 
Mock and Associates a proposal of 
plans for the. extension of the city 
waterworks’ intake line approxi- 
mately 150 feet farther'out into 
Lake Okeechobee; the Lake Worth 
engineering firm, to submit the 
plans for study at the Jan. 28th 
meeting. 

Mayor Dick Parrish volunteered 
to investigate costs for new recre- 
ation tables and seats to be placed 
in the patio of the new civic build- 
ing. 

City Clerk Patsy Batchelor was 
authorized to advertise for bids for 
10,000 gallons of gasoline and 350 
gallons of oil for the operation of 
the city’s: motor vehicles. The city 
clerk was asked to write a letter 
to McClure, Hundley and Apelgren, 
vegetable farming firm, requesting 
that the royal palm trees bordering 
Bacom Point Road in front of the 
firm’s property which have been 
run over and destroyed by farm 
equipment be replaced by the firm. 

City Inspector Frank ‘Thompson 
was authorized to attend a short 
course for inspectors at the Univer- 
sity of Florida, Gainesville, March 
3-6, and was granted $65 expense 
money for this study. 

The Council ruled.residents liv- 
ing outside the city limits who have 
fire wells for the protection of their 
property must be responsible for 
the periodical checking of these 
well to make sure they are in good 
condition and suitable for use in 
fighting fires by the city’s fire 
equipment. Fire Chief Marvin Lev- 
ins was forbidden to test these wills 
with city apparatus because of the 
danger of damage to expensive 
equipment by sandy or gravelly 
water,

A new plant to cool produce and field heat of produce .and vege-} 


leaty vegetables by the vacuum, 
methad which has become so popu- 
lar in the western United States is 
almost ready to operate at Belle 
Glade, in the center of Forida’s 
produce-growing area. It is the 
first such ‘plant in the South. All 
produce customarily is cooled es 
soon as possible after harvesting 
and. kept at temperatures just 
above freezing until it reaches the 
market. 


Using the vacutim cooling pro- | 


cess, the time required to cool as 
much as half a carload of produce 
at one time is as little as 15 min- 
utes.

Rogers Bill To 


Bring New Action 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers of 
Florida's 6th District, today intro- 
duced in the House a companion 
bill.to the Kennedy accounting bill 
introduced in the Senate, whicn 
would place the entire federal bud- 
get on an annual accrued expendi- 
ture basis. This legislation further 
implements Mr. Rogers’ bill passed 
by the 84th Congress, and also fur- 
ther carries out the recommeénda- 
tions of the Hoover Commission in 
revising the governmental budget- 
ing and accounting systems. It 
would provide a more informative 
basis for the enactment of appro- 
priations by the Congress and 
would reduce, or eliminate, the 
large carry-over of balances of ap- 
propriations from one fiscal year 
to the next. Mr. Rogers stated that 
this measure would bring about 
economy in Government and result 
in large savings, and that if this 
bill is passed, the Government will, 
for the first time, be in a position 
to know the true cost of running an 
aircraft carrier; an Indian reserva- 
tion or a veterans hospital. 

The Congressman also remarked 


that this legislation was the result | 


of many months of research, anal- 
ysis and consultation by experienc- 
ed ‘government personnel, and that 
it had received the strong support 
and endorsement of the highest 
financial officers in the govern- 
ment. f 

Mr. Rogers said that he would 
press for an early hearing.on his 
measure.
